HOW TO BE A THUMPING BIG SUCCESS i 

ON CAMFUS 

' ^VhOe op in the attic laat week hiding from a bill collector I 
came across a letter, yellow now with age, that dear old Dad had 
sent me when I was a freshman. 1 read the letter again and 
recalled, with many a sigh and not a few tears, what an inapi ra- 
tion it had been to me back in my freshmen days. I reproduce i4 
below in the hope that it may light your way as it did mine. 

''Deer Sob, (Dad always called me Son. This was short for 

Sranenberg, which was originally my first name. I later tnided 
it with a man named Max. He threw in two outfielders and a left- 
handed pitcher . . . But I digress.) 
''Dear Sea, (Dad wrote) 

*'I suppose you are finding collepe very big and bewilderinjr, 
and maybe a little frightening too. Well, it need nut be that 
way if yoo win follow a few simple rulea. 

"First of all, if you have any problcm.s, take them to your 
teachers. They want to help you. That's what they are there for. 
Perhaps they do seem rather aloof and forbidding, but that in 
only becauee they are ao tniiy. Yo« wW Ind yoar teadMn warm 
as toast and friendly as pups if you will call on them at aa lioer 
when they are not overly busy. Four a.m., for instance. 

"Second, learn to budget your time. What with classes, activi- 
ties, studying, and social life all competlnr fer your tliM. it ia 
easy to fall into sloppy habits. Yen must set up a rigid schedule 
and stick to it. Remember, there are only 24 hours in a day. 
Three of these hours are apent in class. For every hour in class, 
you muat, of course, mwnd two hours studying. So there go six 
more hours. Then, as everyone knows, for every hour of ."Study- 
ing, you must spend two hours sleeping. That accounts for an- 
other twelve hours. Then there are meals— two hoars eadi for 
breakfast and lunch, three hours for dinner. Never forget. Son- 
nenberg, you must chew each mouthful 2HR times. You sho^v 
me a backward student, and I'll show you a man who bulls 
his food. 

"But c<rflege is more than just sleeping, eating, and studying. 

There are also many interesting and broadeniiifr artivitics, and 
you would be cheating yourself if you neglected them. You'll 
want to give at least an hour a day to the campiu newspaper and 
yearbook, and, of course, another hour each to the dramatic and 
musiv clubs. And let's say a total of three hours daily to tin; 
stamp club, the foreign atlairs club, and the debuting society. 
Then, of course, a couple of hours for fencing and bird-walking, 
a couple more for square dancing and basket weaving, and one 
or two for cribbage and ice-eculpturinf .

Time seems to be the big factor. 
Only through a patient "wading 
throusrh" process are we to avoid 
anotlier mar on the pages of Ilia* 
tory such as the Civil War. 

Much jMosress ha.s been made 
since the Supreme Coiurt decision 
of June. 1954. There is more in- 
tegration today than before the 
decision. Border states have re- 
acted fairly j-apidly, while heav>' 
political and economic pressures in 
the deep South have held resis- 
tance to a relatively stattu quo 
position. 

We are unable to offer any pro- 
found solutions to the great inte- 
gration problem— one which has 

been made thus due to the lack on 
a real centralized authority. 

We only hope that the issue will 
be kept out of politics and that 
such persons as the aforementioned 
Meidan character are few and far 
between.

How would you like to peel 400 
pounds of potatoes a dajL?^ Prob- 
ably you will never have to. How- 
ever, that minht be one of your 
jobs if you worked in the Student 
Union cafeteria. 

John K. Barnes, cafeteria direc- 
tor, says he has to buy for one 
meal two rases of green beans, 100 
pounds of roast beef, 115 pounds 
of cube steak, 19 pounds of moeeoH, 
and fiO pounds of lima beans. If 
you had strawberry shortcake for 
dessert, it would take M pounds 
of frozen strawberries. 

It s no wonder such an enormous 
quantity of food has to be bouyht 
for use in the Student Union cafe- 
teria. It's quite normal for 500 
people to eat lunch there in one 
day. Piom 600 to 700 are expected 
for the night meal. Although 'J55 
girls from Keeneland Hall regu- 
larly eat two meals a day there, 
two-thirds of the customers are 
town people. 

Barnes explained. "We would 
operate in the red if town people 
didn't eat here. They make prices 

clieaper fo;- sttirieiit ~ " 

The Keeneland Hall girls eat 
their two meab each day for 87e. 

"We can't make a profit," Barnes 
said, "because wc would be open 
for (Titi( ism and WOUM be Chcat- 
ing the students."

they go through the line One nt 
the two lines in tho cafeteria is 
held open for the Keenetanrt Hall 
girls for one-half hour. The girls 
are given a selective choice, novel 
because in most other I'niversity 
eating places a .set nuuui i.-- 
plaaned. 

Between $300 and $800 is spent 
each day for food in the cnfeferi.i 
' Tliis depends upon whrther oi 
not we have^ banquet In tlie Blut 
Grass Room." said Barnes. Ever> 
kind of food in the SUB. even 
cokes, has to Ije bought throuKh 
the cafeteria. 

All the food used in the cafe- 
teria is bought In town on a com- 
petitive basis. The Food Storage 
Center lias charice of bu.vinK the 
food on a weekly basis. .Most ol 
the bread Is baked In the cafe- 
teria, while the milk comes from 
the University dairy. 

Barnes has been director of the 
cafeteria since July, IMS. A native 

of Grant County, lie graduated 
from the UK College of Agricul- 
ture and Home Econojnics. 

Barnes worked at the Phi>rni\ 
Hotel for three year.s while he was 
going through school, and also 
worked part tune at one of the 
clothing stores downtown. For 
three years he worked part time 
at Eastern State Ho.spital where 
he was in charge of all food.

Students will be penalised for being absent from class on 
their last dass day preceding a holiday even though their last 
xlass does in)t fall on the calendar day immediately preceding 
the holiday. Maple Moores, assistant reRistrar, said today.

In explaining this ruling, Miss 
Moarcs mM that many students 
thought If they did not have 
classes on the day before a holi- 
day, ihpy would not be penalized 
for missing classes on days imme- 
tfaltly prweding. 

This Is Incorrect. MiM Moores 
explained, If the class alMed Is 
the last rricularly scheduled meet- 
ing of that class before the holi- 
day. Thus, if a holiday vacation 
begins on Friday, a student aust 
attend all his Wednesday cfaMMs 
to avoid penalty providing those 
classes do nut also meet on Thurs- 
day. 

The penalty for non-attendance 
In ttiese classe.s will be one extra 

credit hour added to the student's 
requirements for graduation. This 
ruling also applies to absence from 
classes immediately following a 
holiday, as well as to those Iwfore. 

The only undergraduates except- 
ed from this ruling. Miss Moores 
added, are those students who 
made a 3.4 standing or better for 
the previous semester's work. 
These stucients will be afforded 
the same privilege as tliat given 
graduate students in that r.o re- 
port will be required of their ab- 
aenceg. Thiy pri v il ege irtH be ex- 



tended, however, only if applied 
for at tha RafMrar^ offlos. 

Miss Moores also said that pre- 
viously all ab.sences before or after 
a holiday had been reported to the 
regMrarli ofSoa. This office had 
automatteallT afflxad the pre- 
.scribed penalty onto the offending 
.student, but many of the penal- 
ties were subsequently revoked 
upon petition of the student to the 
oean of Men. 

I'nder the present system, only 
those penalties which have been 
appravei by tha dean. wUl be mb- 
mitted to the registrar's office, 
thus avoiding much unnecessary 
paperwork.

There are at present some 40 to 
50 medical educators under con- 
.sideration for the dean.ship of the 
new school, but as yet no names 
have been released.
